Proposed  Library  Cutback

It  may  have  been  April  Fools  Day,  but 
for  the  crowd  packing  the  Potrero  Libra- 
ry's meeting  room  April  1,  the  possi- 
bility of  drastic  cutbacks  in  library  hours 
was  no  joke. 

Attendance  at  the  April  1  gathering 
was  just  one  of  the  ways  in  which  Hill 
residents  have  been  expressing  opposi- 
tion to  the  Library  Commission's  res- 
ponse to  Mayor  Frank  Jordan's  demand 
for  a  10  percent  budget  cut.  This  would 
"pair"  staff  between  two  branches  and 
leave  most  branches  open  only  two  days 
per  week. 

More -than  500  Hill  residents  signed  a 
Friends  of  the  Library  petition  to  the 
Mayor  that  charged  the  cuts  "are  fur- 
ther depriving  the  City  of  San  Francisco 
oC  accesii  to  knowledge  and  information 
for  all  our  people."  In  addition,  dozens 
of  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  students 
wrote  to  Jordan  urging  him  not  to  cut 
library  hours  (See  Page  2). 

Jordan  neighborhood  liaison  Erica 
Henri,  Library  Commission  member  Dr. 
Kenneth  Homines,  City  Librarian 
Kenneth  DowUn  and  Chief  of  Branches 
Neel  Parikh  were  among  the  officials 
who  came  to  hear  Hill  residents'  angry 
responses  to  the  cutback  proposal. 

Under  the  proposal,  most  branches  — 
including  Potrero  —  would  be  closed  on 
Saturdays.  Patron  Joanne  Firth  voiced 
a  "specific  objection  to  Saturday  closing," 
stressing    that  working  people  would  be 
negatively  affected.    And  Rita  Giglio 
emphasized,  "if  you  look  at  people,  not 
just  numbers,  you  look  at  Saturday." 

But  Parikh,  noting  the  Potrero  Branch 
"is  one  of  the  fortunate  few  open  Satur- 
days," said,  "in  the  envelope  in  which  we 


work,  costs  are  more  on  Saturday  than  on 
five  weekdays  because  the  staff  has  the 
right  to  two  days  off  work,'^  requiring  a 
staff  rotation.  But  when  Romiries  asked 
the  crowd  whether  Saturday  hours  were 
a  priority,  there  was  clear  assent. 

Many  speaking  at  the  session  were  mo- 
thers of  young  children,  who  stressed 
that  neighborhood  library  services  were 
a  key  factor  in  their  families'  decision 
whether  to  remain  in  the  city.  "A  li- 
brary is  not  just  a  collection  of  books; 
it's  all  the  services,  a  repository  of  know- 
ledge," said  one  mother.  "If  the  middle 
class  doesn't  get  it,  the  middle  class  is 
not  staying  in  the  city,  and  youll  lose 
your  tax  base,"  she  warned. 

Library  representatives  noted  the 
library  system's  budget  has  already  been 
pared  to  the  bone  over  the  last  four 
years,  and  Parikh  admitted  Potrero  pa- 
trons have  already  felt  the  impact  of 
cuts  ifi  hours  and  ser  ices.  (Recent 
studies  have  indicated  that  San  Fran- 
cisco's per  capita  book  expenditures 
rank  at  the  bottom  of  a  list  of  major 
U.S.  cities.) 

Jordan  Administration  representative 
Henri  claimed  only  30  percent  of  the 
city  budget  was  discretionary,  but  said 
the  mayor  was  "looking  to  hit  bigger  de- 
partments first,"  and  admitted  the  Adminis 
tration  was  looking  at  using  volunteers  to 
provide  some  city  services  but  had  "a 
problem  with  the  union." 

Several  young  mothers  indicated 
their  willingness  to  volunteer  in  the 
branch  to  prevent  cutbacks  in  hours,  but 
others  at  the  gathering  disagreed  with 
that  approach.  "It  is  the  function  of  a 
city  to  run  city  services,  not  to  depend  on 
volunteers,"  noted  Leonard  Page.  And, 
stressed  Larry  Donohoe,  "Think  not  just 
of  the  quantity  but  the  quality  of  the 
services  you're  getting."

Or  when  you  had  to  move  your 
house  to  make  way  for  Highway  101?  Or 
when  you  were  part  of  an  enclave  of  Hill 
immigrants  resettled  after  fleeing  a 
draft  in  Italy  for  a  cause  you  couldn't 
support? 

Thanks  to  the  Potrero  Hill  Archives 
Project,  you  may  soon  be  able  to  find 
out  —  simply  by  going  to  Dr.  Video  on 
18th  Street,  popping  a  tape  tx>rrowed 
there  into  your  VCR,  and  sitting  back  and 


listening  to  long-time  Hill  residents  tell 
you  all  about  it.  Don't  forget  the  popcorn. 

Co-sponsored  by  the  Potrero  Hill  Neigh- 
tJorhood  House  and  the  Potrero  Branch  of 
the  San  Francisco  Library,  the  all- 
volunteer  Potrero  Hill  Archives  Project 
began  in  1986  to  record  the  history  of  the 
Hill  through  audiotaped  interviews  of 
people  who  have  been  Hill  residents  for 
50  years  or  more.  Since  that  time,  the 
project  has  accumulated  a  collection  of 
more  than  50  taped  interviews  along  with 
photo  portraits  of  the  narrators  and  his- 
toric photos  of  the  Hill  donated  by  the 
narrators.  Tapes  may  be  listened  to  and 
photos  may  be  seen  at  the  Potrero  Branch 
Library.  Photos  are  available  for  purchase 
through  Cristopher's  Books  on  the  corner 
of  18th  and  Missouri  Streets. 

But  recently  Peter  Linenthal  and  Robert 
Conover,  who  head  the  Archives  Project,  ' 
decided  to  add  a  new  dimension  to  the

May  1  Fete  Honors  Burton, 
Benefits  Nabe  Programs 

Hill  residents  will  be  able  to  celebrate 
May  Day  in  style  —  at  the  same  time  bid 
farewell  to  a  long-time  neighbor  —  at 
the  May  1  buffet  reception  benefiting 
the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House 
and  honoring  Assemblyman  John  Burton. 

With  recent  reapportionment  creating 
new  Assembly  Districts,  Burton  has 
moved  from  the  Vermont  Street  home 
where  he  has  lived  since  1983,  to  his 
mother's  home  in  the  Sunset  District 
and  12th  Assembly  District.  Burton 
had  also  lived  on  Potrero  Hill  from  1964 
until  1972,  during  his  first  stint  in  the 
California  Assembly. 

(The  Hill  is  now  in  the  13th  Assembly 
District,  for  which  Assembly  Speaker 
Willie  Brown  will  run  in  the  June  primary.) 

Brown  and  former  San  Francisco  Super- 
visor Nancy  Walker  will  co-chair  the 
Neighborhood  House  event  honoring 
Burton.  The  reception  is  set  to  begin 
at  5  p.m.  and  features  a  buffet  supper 
and  entertainment.  Tickets  are  $40  per 
person,  which  is  tax-deductible  and 
benefits  the  many  programs  provided 
by  the  Neighborhood  House  (see  story 
Page  4.) 

Burton  began  his  political  activity  in 
the  early  1960s  as  a  Deputy  State  Attor- 
ney General  and  later  as  President  of  the 
San  Francisco  Young  Democrats,  which 
under  his  leadership  took  early  positions 
for  civil  rights  and  against  the  War  in 
Vietnam.  When  he  was  elected  to  the 
State  Assembly,  Burton  carried  to  Sa- 
cramento his  advocacy  for  tenants' 
rights,  civil  and  gay  rights,  environmental, 
consumer  and  workers'  interests. 

"I  believe  I  made  a  difference  in  the 
lives  of  the  mentally  iU  and  mentally 
retarded,"  Burton  said  four  years  ago

when  he  re-entered  the  State  Legislature 
after  taking  a  few  years  off  from  elected 
political  office.  He  recalled  leading  a 
successful  veto  override  against  then- 
Governor  Ronald  Reagan  "to  stop  him 
from  closing  the  hospitals  and  simply 
dumping  people  on  the  streets." 

Among  Burton's  many  other  legislative 
achievements  was  authorship  of  a  secret 
ballot  elections  bill  for  farm  workers, 
which  became  the  Agricultural  Labor 
Relations  Act  in  1973,  one  year  after 
Burton  was  elected  to  Congress. 

"A  lot  of  my  legislation  came  from  my 
constituents,"  Burton  noted.  "Being  part 
of  the  community  brings  real-life  issues, 
real  problems  to  a  member's  att'jnlion, 
as  opposed  to  just  sitting  around  and 
talking  about  great  concepts."

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As  this  issue  of  The  View  goes  to  press,  San  Francisco's  elected  and  appointed  offi- 
cials are  t>eing  moved  around  —  in  and  out  of  City  Hall  —  much  like  puppets  in  a 
marionette  theater. 

And  the  list  of  the  ousted  keeps  growing:  Planning  Director  Dean  Maoris  and  the 
entire  Planning  Commission;  veteran  Appointments  Secretary  Cyr  Copertini;  Film 
Coordinator  Robin  Eickmt  i;  Press  Secretary  Steve  Bloom  and  Police  Chief  Willis 
Casey.  And  the  "in"  list  is  frequently  mind-boggling,  including  Former  Assessor 
Richard  Hongisto  for  Police  Chief,  and  Supervisor  Doris  Ward  replacing  him  as  Asses- 
sor. 

It's  frequently  tempting,  when  all  this  sleighl-of-hand  is  going  on  in  City  Hall,  to 
focus  on  who's  the  puppeteer  of  the  day,  or  who's  going  to  be  the  next  to  go.  And 
it's  almost  enough  to  make  some  forget  for  a  while  that  decisions  coming  out  of  City 
Hall's  Room  200  are  supposed  to  be  about  governing  the  city,  not  just  "building 
bridges"  to  this  or  that  constituency  or  shoring  up  an  already  sagging  Mayoral  image. 

In  other  words,  where  have  all  the  issues  gone?  Even  with  all  the  musical  chairs 
being  played,  some  crucial  decisions  are  being  made  —  for  example,  about  next  year's 
budget.  And  are  we  being  led  to  look  at  the  left  hand  end  ignore  what  the  right  one 
is  doing? 

Through  it  all,  though,  we  still  hear  faint  echoes  of  recent  campaign  rhetoric;  We 
recall  Assessor  candidate  Hongisto  talking  about  how  he  would  raise  badly-needed  funds 
for  the  city  and  wouldn't  run  for  Mayor.  {Of  course  he  said  nothing  about  Police  Chief.) 
And  we  remember  Mayoral  candidate  Frank  Jordan  sending  out  campaign  postcards 
showing  a  branch  library  with  a  "closed"  sign  to  attack  then-incumbent  Art  Agnos  — 
ironic  as  Jordan  now  demands  budget  cuts  that  would  close  branches  all  but  two  days 
a  week. 

Even  for  veteran  City  Hall-watchers,  the  current  goings-on  are  stunning.  Is  there, 
in  fact,  a  pea  under  all  those  walnut  shells.  These  days,  who  knows? 


Hill  Students  Write  Mayor: 
"Keep  Our  Library  Open!" 

When  they  heard  about  the  possibility  of  the  Potrero  Branch  Library  being  open 
only  two  days  a  week,  dozens  of  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  at  the  Po- 
trero Hill  Middle  School  wrote  to  Mayor  Frank  Jordan,  telling  him  what  a  closed 
library  would  mean  to  them,  and  asking  him  to  find  the  funds  to  keep  branch  libraries 
open  five  days  a  week.  Here  are  some  excerpts  from  the  students'  letters: 

"Probably  the  only  place  thcr«  is  around  the  community  without  screaming,  banging, 
screeching,  brain-twisting,  teeth-grinding  noise  is  the  library.  But  if  it's  only  open 
two  days  a  week,  how  can  we  get  any  peace  and  quiet  when  we  are  trying  to  do  home- 
work?

RENT  STRIKE  SHOWDOWN  IMMINENT:  The  rent  strike  at  the  Potrero  Housing 
Projects  continued  despite  eviction  threats  by  the  city's  Housing  Commission. 
Following  a  Commission  decision  that  the  problems  cited  by  public  housing  tenants 
were  not  "life-threatening",  Paul  Wartelle,  an  attorney  with  the  San  Francisco  Legal 
Assistance  Foundation,  said  "We  plan  to  fight  them  in  court."  The  rent  strikers  were 
ordered  to  turn  over  the  rent  they  have  deposited  in  a  trust  account  for  nine  months, 
but  Paulette  Faison,  president  of  the  Potrero  Housing  Tenants  Association,  said  she 
expected  sheriff's  deputies  to  knock  on  their  doors  "any  day  now,"  but  that  they  would 
continue  to  press  for  their  demands. 

DEJA  VU  REVISITED:  "Potrero  Library  Slated  for  'Special  Purpose'  Status".  This 
was  a  page  one  headline  in  April,  1982.  Continual  pressure  by  the  city  -  in  this  case 
the  administration  of  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein  -  to  cut  library  service  costs  resulted 
in  a  proposal  to  build  up  seven  existing  branch  libraries  into  "supermarket"  branches 
and  designate  nine  others,  including  Potrero,  as  "special  purpose"  facilities  with 
limited  collections.  A  number  of  branches  were  to  be  closed  under  the  proposals, 
which  drew  angry  responses  from  affected  neighborhoods.  Final  adoption  of  a 
reorganization  plan  was  scheduled  for  April  12  by  the  Library  Commission. 
GOLDY  DEPENDS  HIS  CORNER:  Aghast  at  the  speed  of  motorists  negotiating  the 
turn  from  Pennsylvania  to  Army  Street,  Z.S.  "Goldy"  Goldenberg  put  up  his  own 
sign  on  the  power  pole  in  front  of  his  "Goldy's  Brown  Bag  Storage"  at  that  corner. 
"Dammit  Slow  Down"  it  said. 

IS  IT  A  DOME  IDEA?  That  was  the  question  discussed  in  the  View's  editorial  which 
called  for  careful  study  before  expensive  remodelling  of  Candlestick  Park. 

"  'ECONOMIC  SECURITY'  -  BOXER'S  GOAL  m  CONGRESS  RACE":  That  was  the 
now-ironic  headline  over  a  picture  and  story  announcing  Barbara  Boxer's  entry  in 
the  election  to  fill  the  Congressional  seat  then  being  vacated  by  John  Burton.  Boxer 
was  referring  to  "the  economic  security  of  our  citizens."  She  chose  Potrero  Hill  as 
the  location  for  her  announcement. 

THIS  AND  THAT:  Potrero  Hill  artist  Roxanne  Marden  was  eulogized  by  her  friend 
Virginia  Harding  ...  Hill  author  Elizabeth  Atwood  Taylor  spoke  with  the  View's 
Judy  Baston  about  her  first  published  mystery  novel,  "The  Cable  Car  Murders"  ... 
On  the  restaurant  front,  Goat  Hill  Pizza  advertised  its  breakfast  menu  ("Two  eggs, 
any  style,  cottage  fries,  toast  or  muffin,  $2.25";  and,  "Omelette  -  $3.25")  and  Asima- 
kopoulos  announced  its  opening  at  their  current  location,  a  half-block  from  their 
previous  spot  on  18th  Street  ...

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Nabe's  History  Reflects 
Diversity  of  Potrero  Hiii

A  rustic  wood-shingled  building  flanked 
with  broad,  double  windows,  the  Potrero 
Hill  Neighborhood  House  at  953  DeHaro 
St.  commands  a  spectacular  view  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  Bay. 

Ttie  Neighborhood  House,  or  Nabe,  as  it 
is  affectionately  known,  is  a  multi -service, 
multi -cultural  center  that  caters  to  the 
developmentally  disabled,  senior  citizens, 
teenagers,  pre-schoolers,  and  others  on 
Potrero  Hill  and  nearby.  Nestled  in  the 
highest  point  of  Potrero  Hill,  the  redwood 
building  landscaped  with  verdant  shrubs 
and  colorful  flowers  is  an  earthy  structure 
lacking  in  architectural  pretension. 

It  was  first  funded  in  1922  by  a  group 
of  Presbyterian  women  belonging  to  tlic 
California  Society  for  Home  Missions. 
They  comissioned  renowned  architect 
and  San  Francisco  native  Julia  Morgan 
to  design  a  building  to  fulfill  their  intent 
of  providing  services  to  Russian  immi- 
grants who  were  coming  to  the  Hill  in 
droves. 

In  December,  1924,  the  building  was 
moved  90  feet  to  the  north  from  913  to 
953  DeHaro  to  make  way  for  the  con- 
struction of  Southern  Heights  Blvd.  In 
exchange  for  the  property,  the  city  agreed 
to  build  a  gymnasium  for  the  Nat>e  at  a 
cost  of  $10,000.  With  open  doors,  sun- 
drenched rooms,  and  wooden  floors  worn 
down  by  thousands  of  Hill  residents  over 
the  years,  the  Nabe  has  a  welcoming 
atmosphere  amenable  to  the  diverse 
groups  it  serves. 

Outside,  a  group  of  teenage  girls  limber 
up  for  a  bout  of  recreational  sports,  as 
three  retired  men  sitting  on  a  bench 
enjoy  the  sun  as  they  wait  for  lunch  to 
be  served.  Many  of  the  seniors  are 
Russians  whose  families  used  to  come 
to  the  house  in  decades  past,  explained 
Nalw  Executive  Director  Enola  D.  Max- 
well. 

The  first  round  of  immigrants  who 
came  in  the  early  1900s  were  the  Molo- 
kans,  a  Protestant  sect  that  developed 
rigorous  religious  beliefs  as  a  mechanism 
for  maintaining  group  unity  in  the  face 
of  centuries  of  persecution  in  Tsarist 
Russia.  After  World  War  II,  another 
group  of  Russians  came  to  the  hill  from 
Estonia.  "Russians  used  to  do  everything 
in  this  building,"  said  Maxwell.  "They 
were  married  and  baptized  here.  Most 
were  refugees  and  they  didn't  want 
people  to  know  where  they  were." 

Their  world  was  described  in  a  July, 
1925  San  Francisco  Chronicle  article: 
"Sunlight  streams  through  broad  windows 
silhouetting,  t>owed,  heavily  shawled 
heads  ...  through  the  doors,  heavy  eyed 
Russian  women  pass,  sweeping  broods 
of  children  before  them." 

As  the  Russians  prospered  in  the  Potre- 
ro Hill  area,  they  built  their  own  churches 
and  the  center  of  their  activity  gradually 
moved  away  from  the  Neighborhood  House. 

Another  wave  of  immigrants  came  to 
the  hill  in  the  1960s.  They  were  southern 
blacks  who  were  soon  to  become  the 
source  of  bitter  contention  among  mem- 
bers of  the  governing  board  of  the  Nabe 
—  Maxwell  remembers  that  some  were 
reluctant  to  open  the  neighborhood  house 
to  blacks  whereas  others  pointedly  noted 


that  as  a  neighborhood  house  it  should 
cater  to  all  groups  within  the  community. 

Maxwell,  the  first  black  woman  lay 
preacher  for  the  Presbyterian  church, 
who  applied  for  the  directorship  of  the 
Nabe  in  1972,  said  it  took  several  months 
for  the  board  of  directors  to  decide 
whether  to  hire  her.  "People  had  reason 
to  be  afraid  of  hiring  me  because  the 
place  1  had  been  working  in  before  was 
fire-bombed  twice,"  said  Maxwell.  When 
she  first  took  the  helm,  the  building  was 
dilapidated  and  funds  for  programs  were 
almost  non-existent.  It  took  Maxwell, 
now  72,  three  years  to  pay  back  debts 
accrued  during  the  previous  directorship. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  continues  to 
own  the  building,  and  all  funds  received 
by  the  Neighborhood  House  are  funneled 
into  remodeling,  maintenance,  staff 
salaries,  and  programs. 

"When  I  became  director  of  the  Nabe, 
every  code  imaginable  was  violated  ... 
I  used  to  dread  to  come  in  here.  Every- 
day you  came  in  and  there  was  a  problem 
awaiting  you,"  Maxwell  said.  With  her 
relentless  spirit  and  the  help  of  Conscie- 
ntious Objectors  of  the  Vietnam  War 
whose  alternate  service  helped  Maxwell 
bring  the  building  to  code  in  the  early 
1970s,  the  Nabe  was  salvaged. 

"Now  some  of  the  people  who  had  ini- 
tially complained  about  this  black  'radical' 
woman,  and  those  'goings  on'  at  the  Nabe, 
are  now  coming  to  the  senior  lunches 
here,"  said  Maxwell  with  a  chuckle. 

Once  when  the  heat  went  out,  the 
Salvation  Army,  which  metes  out  lunches 
to  seniors  every  day,  offered  to  move 
the  meal  to  another  building  temporarily, 
recalled  Maxwell.  The  seniors  refused 
to  go  elsewhere  so  Maxwell  moved  the 
dining  quarters  into  the  lobby  where  they 
ate  together  in  front  of  the  stone  fire- 
place. 

Designed  by  California's  highly  es- 
teemed architect  Julia  Morgan,  and 
having  provided  invaluable  community 
services  since  its  inception  in  1922,  the 
Nabe  became  San  Francisco's  86th 
historical  landmark  in  1976.  "Landmark 
status  has  helped  because  it  keeps  the 
real  estate  people  off  our  backs.  Also, 
public  and  private  funds  have  increased 
because  people  feel  that  the  Nabe  has 
some  longevity,"  said  Maxwell. 

Today,  most  of  the  funding  comes 
from  United  Way,  but  the  Nabe  also 
actively  raises  funds  from  selling  silk- 
screened  T-shirts,  sponsoring  biennial 
flea  markets,  and  hosting  fundraising 
events  such  as  the  reception  honoring 
John  Burton  set  for  May  1.

Activist  Joyce  Armstrong 
Honored  as  'Unsung  Hero'

Potrero  Hill's  Joyce  Armstrong  was 
honored  March  1  as  an  "Unsung  Hero  of 
the  African  American  Community"  at  an 
awards  ceremony  at  the  Western  Addition 
Library,  which  sponsored  the  event.  She 
was  nominated  for  her  "consistent  work 
with  youngsters  in  the  community,"  and 
credits  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood 
House  for  "giving  me  the  opportunity  to 
help  those  in  need"  in  her  neighborhood. 

Armstrong  has  lived  on  the  Hill  for 
many  years,  and  although  she  has  worked 
in  the  private  sector,  she  has  preferred  to 
serve  as  staff  of  the  Neighborhood  House 
(Nabe),  which  she  has  done  since  1974. 

Armstrong  credits  strong  support  from 
her  82-year-old  mother  and  other  family 
members  for  helping  her  throughout  her 
quest  for  higher  education  and  a  career 
while  raising  her  three  children,  Randy, 
Sean  and  Ktmberly. 

While  attending  the  Neighborhood 
House's  activities  with  other  young 
mothers  and  their  children,  Armstrong 
began  to  use  her  fashion  skills  to  teach 
—  sewing  and  organized  annual  shows  at 


which  the  youngsters  could  model  out- 
fits they  made. 

Now  she  herself  coordinates  that 
show  -  -  with  entertainment  -  -  during 
the  summer,  and  a  Black  History  Month 
program  utilizing  talents  of  young  adults 
and  children.  February's  show  at  the 
Nabe  featured  Hill  youth  and  others  from 
centers  around  the  City,  and  "shows  that 
youngsters  feel  safe  on  Portreo  Hill  and 
in  the  Neighborhood  House,"  she  said. 

Armstrong  continues  to  work  with  the 
younger  children  in  the  community  -  many 
of  whom  are  the  grandchildren  of  her 
peer  group.  She  coordinates  the  Nabe's 
Girls  Club,  which  meets  every  Monday 
afternoon  at  4  p.m.  The  club  raises 
money  for  field  trips  and  special  dinners 
and  events.  She  also  is  Case  Manager  for 
the  Mayor's  Juvenile  Delinquency  Pre- 
vention Program,  with  responsibility  for 
overseeing  field  workers,  visiting  youth 
at  schools,  in  the  Youth  Guidance  Center 
and  their  homes,  and  counseling  young- 
sters and  their  families. 

At  43,  she  is  the  proud  grandmother  of 
Anthony  De  Sean,  Raina  Lavelle  Arm- 
strong, and  Chanae  Atawa  Terrell.

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AFTER  35  YEARS  OF  CHANGES 

No  Idle  Retirement  in  Store 
ForRec  Center's  "Ms.  Rose"

"My  work  here  has  been  fun  .  .  .  I've 
had  some  headaches  too.  But,  for  the 
most  part,  it  has  really  been  fun,"  remarks 
an  ebullient  Rosa  Hammork  during  a  re- 
cent conversation  about  her  work  and 
impending  retirement  as  Recreational 
Director  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Rec  Center 
on  Arkansas  Street. 

On  March  27,  the  remarkably  youthful 
looking  "Ms.  Rose,"  as  she  is  affectionate- 
ly known  to  her  colleagues  and  the  many 
adults  and  young  people  who  frequent  the 
Rec  Center,  retired  after  35  years  of 
service  to  the  neighborhood. 

In  1957,  when  she  was  first  assigned  to 
the  Rec  Center  as  a  Supervisor,  Hammork 
spent  most  of  her  workday  organizing  pro- 
grams and  activities  for  the  many  child- 
ren who  came  to  the  Center  to  attend 
pre-school  and  after-school  classes,  and 
to  play  football,  basketball,  and  soccer. 
In  addition  to  her  organizing  and  plann- 
ing duties,  Ms.  Rose  devoted  many  hours 
to  what  has  since  become  one  of  her 
favorite  activities,  the  teaching  of  arts 
and  crafts  to  preschool  children  enrolled 
in  the  Tiny  Tots  program. 

Only  a  year  later,  in  1958,  after  be- 
coming a  Satellite  Supervisor  for  the 
San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  De- 
partment, Ms.  Rose's  responsibilities  in- 
creased when  she  was  assigned  to  travel 
to  and  supervise  staff  at  both  Jackson 
and  Rolph  Parks. 

Ms.  Rose's  fondest  memories  from 
those  early  years  are  of  the  many  hours 
spent  teaching  and  supervising  the  young 
people  who  frequented  the  Rec  Center 
after  school.  "It  was  different  then,  lots 
of  kids  came  to  the  Center  after  school 
.  .  .  much  more  than  we  see  here  today," 
she  recalls  as  she  glances  at  the  many 
worn  photographs  and  mementos  that 
are  scattered  about  the  large  table  at 
which  we  sit.  She  believes  this  decline 
in  attendance  can  be  attributed  to  a 
variety  of  factors.  However,  television 
and  video  games  are  high  on  her  list  of 
culprits  responsible  for  the  recent  lack 
of  interest  in  cultural  activities  at  the 
Rec  Center. 

Hammork  remembers  the  day  O.J. 
Simpson,  former  Hill  resident  and  runn- 
ing back  for  the  '49ers  and  the  Buffalo 
Bills,  returned  to  the  Rec  Center  to 
tape  a  TreeSweet  juice  commercial. 

Raised  in  the  Richmond  District, 
Hammork  attended  George  Washing- 
ton High  School,  and  later,  while  work- 


ing full-time  as  Rec  Director,  enrolled 
in  arts  and  crafts  classes  at  San  Francisco 
State  University,  where  she  further  ex- 
plored and  developed  her  passion  for 
dance,  art,  and  drama. 

Now  living  with  her  mother  in  the 
Ingleside  District,  Ms.  Rose  does  not  in- 
tend to  stay  idle  during  her  retirement. 
In  August,  Hammork  and  her  mother 
will  travel  to  Switzerland,  Italy,  France, 
and  "will  arrive  in  Spain  just  in  time 
for  the  Olympics."  Once  she  returns 
from  her  European  holiday,  Ms.  Rose 
plans  to  fill  her  retirement  hours  with 
volunteer  work.  In  addition  to  partici- 
pating in  church  activities  and  the  mak- 
ing of  layettes  for  crack  babies, 
Hammork  will  return  to  the  Rec  Center 
to  teach  ceramics. 

When  asked  what  she  would  miss  most 
about  her  position  as  Rec  Director,  she 
replied,  "the  kids  and  my  co-workers." 
Although  she  does  not  have  children  of 
her  own,  Ms.  Rose  considers  her  col- 
leagues, young  people,  and  parents  she 
has  met  throughout  the  years  as  her  "ex- 
tended family." 

One  of  Hammork's  greatest  pleasures 
during  her  35  years  as  Recreational  Di- 
rector has  been  watching  generations  of 
neighborhood  kids  grow  up  into  "nice 
people."  Although  she  doesn't  consider 
herself  an  emotional  person,  Ms.  Rose 
visibly  swells  with  emotion  when  she 
describes  the  joy  she  feels  when  former 
pre-schoolers  return,  with  their  young 
children  in  tow,  to  visit  the  Rec  Center. 

"Sometimes  in  a  supermarket,  a  young 
man  or  woman  will  come  up  to  me  and 
hug  me  —  right  in  the  store.  And,  I 
don't  know  who  they  are,"  Hammork  says 
with  a  hearty  laugh.  But  within  moments 
these  mysterious  "huggers"  are  soon  re- 
vealed to  be  former  HiU  residents  who 
had  spent  many  happy  hours  of  their 
childhoods  singing  and  dancing  at  talent 
shows  and  annual  Halloween  and  Christ- 
mas parties,  or'playing  basketball,  foot- 
ball, Softball,  and  soccer  in  the  Rec 
Center's  gym  and  park. 

When  asked  what  changes  she  would 
like  to  see  at  the  Rec  Center  in  the  future, 
Hammork  very  quickly  replied,  "a  mobile 
truck,  so  we  coi^d  provide  outreach  to 
the  kids  who  live  in  the  projects  and  need 
a  ride  to  the  Rec  Center.  .  .  ."  She  also 
mentioned  that  she  and  the  Rec  Center 
staff  would  like  to  see  Hill  residents  who 
walk  their  dogs  in  the  Recreation  Center's 
playground  abide  by  the  City  leash  law, 
and  even  more  important,  to  be  consider-

ate  of  others  by  "cleaning  up"  after  their 
dogs. 

"I'm  nervous.  .  .  and  hope  I  don't  cry  on 
Saturday,"  Hammork  said  as  we  ended  our 
conversation  with  a  brief  discussion  of 
the  celebration  at  the  Rec  Center  March 
21.  But  many  folks  expect  that  tears, 
and  plenty  of  laughter,  are  likely  to  fill 
the  Rec  Center  as  good-byes,  kisses,  and 
hugs  are  given  to  this  remarkable  woman 
who  has  generously  devoted  35  years  of 
her  life  to  the  hundreds  of  children, 
young  adults,  and  men  and  women  who 
live  on  the  Hill,  and  will  miss  "Ms.  Rose!" 

More  than  100  people  turned  out  to  hon- 
or Hammork  at  the  party  given  for  her  at 
the  Rec  Center.  At  least  three  genera- 
tions of  Hill  residents  brought  roses,  gifts 
and  food  to  help  celebrate  the  day. 

Arkansas  Street's  Najera  family  raised 
four  children,  who  all  remembered  the 


Tiny  Tot  Program  initiated  by  Ms.  Rose. 
Three  of  the  Najera  daughters  travelled 
from  where  they  now  reside  —  one  as 
far  away  as  Sacramento,  and  the  others 
from  down  the  Peninsula  —  to  visit 
with  their  former  neighbors  and  play- 
mates, and  to  thank  Ms.  Rose  for  all  the 
happy  years  they  remembered  at  the 
center  in  their  old  neighborhood. 

A  police-escorted  motorcade  through 
Potrero  Hill  followed  a  short  program 
and  lunch.

project  by  videotaping  future  interviews. 
"First  we  had  to  get  a  video  camera," 
said  Linenthal.  "And  we  needed  a  good 
one  so  we  could  have  high-quality  origi- 
nals to  edit  and  make  decent  video  tapes 
from.  But  we  didn't  have  the  money." 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  Hill  resi- 
dents and  businesses  such  as  Farley's, 
Good  Life  Grocery,  and  Klein's  Deli, 
the  success  of  a  documentary  film  fund- 
raiser sponsored  by  Anchor  Steam 
Brewery,  and  a  special  discount  from 
Whole  Earth  Access,  Linenthal  was  able 
to  obtain  the  camera  he  needed  to 
videotape  interviews. 

"We're  going  to  compile  the  interviews 
into  videos  that  are  about  an  hour  long, 
a  good  length  for  someone  to  just  sit 
down  and  watch,"  explained  Linenthal. 
"We  plan  to  make  them  available  through 
Dr.  Video  either  for  free  or  for  a  nominal 
cost."  Longer  range  plans  could  include 
anything  from  a  book  to  a  historical 
Potrero  Hill  picture  calendar,  depending 
on  the  level  of  interest  and  funding  and 
on  the  enthusiasm  of  volunteers. 

Linenthal  first  learned  about  the 
Archives  Project  in  1987  when  he  was 
watching  for  an  old  photograph  of  the 
building  in  which  he  lives  and  maintains 
his  art  studio,  the  same  building  that 
houses  Christopher's  Books.  (He  eventu- 
ally found  one,  showing  the  building  stand- 
ing alone  on  the  corner,  the  city  visible 
in  the  background.)  He  was  immediately 
hooked  and  has  been  an  active  volunteer 


ever  since.  Conover  was  already  a 
volunteer  at  the  time. 

Linenthal  and  Conover  are  still  working 
from  a  list  of  long-time  Hill  residents 
that  was  put  together  in  1986  to  identify 
people  to  interview.  But  they  would  also 
like  to  hear  from  any  long-lime  llill  resi- 
dent who  may  not  be  on  their  list.  They 
would  particularly  like  to  identify  people 
who  lived  in  the  various  Hill  housing  pro- 
jects long  ago,  including  those  that  used 
to  be  where  the  Potrero  Hill  Middle 
School  now  is. 

They  also  need  more  volunteers,  and 
encourage  anyone  interested  to  call 
Linenthal.  "We  need  people  interested 
enough  in  talking  to  longtime  residents 
to  be  committed  to  the  interview  pro- 
cess," Linenthal  said.  He  added  that 
committed  volunteers  will  have  a  voice 
in  the  future  direction  of  the  Archives 
Project. 

"We  hope  to  get  our  first  program 
available  at  Dr.  Video  later  this  summer," 
said  Linenthal.  "The  rate  at  which  we 
continue  to  add  videos  will  depend  on  the 
availability  of  volunteers,  people  to 
interview  and  funds."

Social  and  Family  History

WtUiam  Cody  Maher,  a  poet  and  per- 
formance artist,  was  born  and  raised  in 
the  working  class  neighborhood  of 
Hunters  Point.  In  "My  Name  is  Hunters 
Point:  1920-1990"  currently  on  display 
at  SF  Camerawork  through  April  25, 
Maher,  in  collaboration  with  photogra- 
pher Susan  Schwartzenberg.  pays  a 
bittersweet  tribute  to  both  his  father, 
Jim  Maher,  and  the  neighborhood  of  his 
youth. 

The  "Hunters  Point"  installation  is  a 
multiple-voiced  project  consisting  of 
photographs,  poetry,  personal  artifacts, 
text  and  interviews.  It  is  also  an  in- 
tensely personal  chronicle  of  the  Maher 
family's  experience  within  a  low-income 
neighborhood  during  a  period  of  drama- 
tic historical,  political,  and  socio- 
economic change. 

In  addition  to  revealing  private  mo- 
ments of  family  history,  "My  Name  is 
Hunters  Point"  also  focuses  upon  the 
many  external  events  that  changed  the 
face  of  Maher's  neighborhood. 

Jim  Maher,  a  cowboy,  self-taught 
artist,  and  devout  Catholic,  grew  up  on 
the  farms  and  open  fields  of  Hunters 
Point.  His  life  and  environment  were

radically  transformed  during  World  War 
II  when  factories  and  housing  projects 
replaced  the  farms  and  beautiful  open 
hills  that  Jim  had  come  to  love. 

The  changes  in  the  local  economy 
brought  atxjut  other  significant  changes 
in  Maher's  neighborhood.  Within  a  few 
years,  the  neighborhood  would  include 
numerous  migrant  "dust  bowl"  workers 
and  southern  blacks,  all  of  whom  were 
recruited  for  work  in  the  shipyards  and 
Butchertown. 

In  the  1960s,  after  working  in  packing 
houses  for  too  many  years,  Jim's  family 
life  became  more  difficult  when  he  began 
drinking.  It  was  also  during  this  tumult- 
uous decade  that  the  Maher  family  wit- 
nessed the  closing  of  factories,  a  high 
rate  of  unemployment  among  both  whites 
and  blacks,  and  a  rapidly  shrinking  local 
economy. 

Family  photographs  of  Jim  Maher  and 
his  family  cover  the  walls  and  areas  that 
have  been  designed  to  represent  the 
Maher's  home  environment.  Personal 
artifacts  from  this  working  class  home 
rest  upon  tables,  shelves,  and  floors,  pro- 
viding the  viewer  with  a  multi-faceted 
experience  and  tribute  to  family  history 
and  memory. 

A  funky  kitchen  table.  Maxwell  House 
Coffee  jar,  postcards,  artwork  and 
sketches,  tools,  records,  a  Zenith  record 
player,  and  worn  cowtroy  boots,  contribute 
to  an  understanding  of  William  Cody 
Maher's  struggle  for  artistic  expression 
and  his  painful  search  for  identity  within 
his  family  and  society. 

Maher's  poetry,  together  with  photos 
and  interviews  of  family  friends,  provide 
the  viewer  with  both  an  historical  por- 
trait of  the  Maher  family  and  insight 
into  the  artist's  personal  end  public  en- 
vironments. 

On  yet  another  wall,  Maher  and 
Schwartzenberg  have  combined  numerous 
newspaper  articles  and  a  slide  show  to 
produce  a  visual  and  textual  history  of 
the  Maher  family's  struggle  to  keep  up 
with  and  comprehend  the  dynamics  of 
urban  change. 

In  his  poetry  and  interviews,  William 
Maher  admits  to  both  a  "strong  attach- 
ment" to  Hunters  Point  and  a  "profound 
sense  of  estrangement."  It  is  Maher's 
courage,  artistic  curiousity,  and  ambiva- 
lence about  his  parents,  Jim  and  Dolores 
Maher,  which  give  "My  Name  is  Hunters 
Point"  a  power  and  life  of  its  own.

Viewpoints"  Stiows  Imperiled  Desert 


How  much  longer  can  we  exploit  our 
nation's  natural  resources?  Destroy  the 
delicate  ecosystems  that  make  up  our 
planet?  How  many  species  of  animals 
and  plants  will  be  destroyed  before  we 
realize  that  all  species,  including  our 
own,  are  on  the  verge  of  extinction? 

Doug  Prose's  "Desert  Under  Siege," 
premiering  on  KQED's  ongoing  "View- 
points" series  Monday,  April  6,  asks 
these  and  similar  questions  and  gives 
viewers  an  opportunity  to  witness  the 
deleterious  and  irreversible  effects  that 
human  activity  is  having  upon  the  en- 
vironment. 

The  magnificently  photographed  docu- 
mentary, filmed  mostly  on  location  in 
the  California  desert,  Arizona,  and 
Nevada,  quickly  establishes  how  our 
fascinating  and  beautiful  desert  is  being 
destroyed  by  the  U.S.  military,  industry, 
and  motorcycle  enthusiasts  who  inflict 
serious  damage  upon  the  desert  terrain 
by  racing  their  recreation  off-road  vehi- 
cles throughout  the  desert. 

Prose,  an  award  winning  filmmaker 
and  former  research  geologist  for  the 
US  Geological  Survey,  provides  the 
viewer  with  a  fascinating  exploration  of 


one  of  the  lushest  deserts  in  the  world 
together  with  a  history  of  the  political 
battles  that  have  prevented  the  full  pro-  ' 
tection  of  the  California  Desert. 

Also  included  in  the  final  program  of 
the  "Viewpoints"  series  is  Vicky  Funari 
and  Christina  Sunley's  "Alternative 
Conceptions,"  a  profile  of  two  lesbian 
families  who  have  chosen  the  option  of 
alternative  conception. 

Although  somewhat  dated,  this  35 
minute  examination  of  the  challenges 
that  are  faced  by  lesbian  families  is  both 
informative  and  occasionally  entertain- 
ing. In  particular,  Mary,  a  lesbian  mother 
living  in  Long  Island,  speaks  with  candor 
and  refreshing  humor  about  the  diffi- 
culties and  joys  of  raising  her  daughter, 
Michele,  in  a  conservative  community. 
Mary's  courage,  vitality,  and  energy  give 
a  much  needed  shot-in-the-arm  to  this 
rather  didactic  and  slow-paced  docu- 
mentary. 

"Alternative  Conceptions,"  which  be- 
gan as  an  undergraduate  film  project  at 
New  York  University,  and  was  featured 
in  the  San  Francisco  International  Les- 
bian and  Gay  Film  Festival  in  1987,  will 
be  broadcast  on  Monday,  April  13,  on 
KQED,  Channel  9.

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"Ceremonies"  Takes  Fresh 
Look  at  Adolescent  Angst

"Ceremonies,"  an  original  rock  play 
now  showing  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Neigh- 
borhood House  Theatre,  is  an  entertain- 
ing and  compassionate  exploration  of  the 
myriad  pressures  on  teenagers  and 
parents  in  what  director  Joel  Eis  calls 
ihe  "psycho-nuclear  '90s."  The  play  is 
enthusiastically  performed  by  the  New 
Company,  a  "multi-ethnic,  intergenera- 
ttonal  collective"  whose  obvious  excite- 
ment about  the  material  brings  the 
classic  story  of  adolescent  angst  to  life 
through  a  series  of  poignant  vignettes 
and  upbeat  rock  and  roll  interludes. 

The  play  opens  with  the  typical  morn- 
ing routines  of  two  teenagers  as  they 
prepare  to  go  to  school.  Though  they 
are  from  very  different  class  back- 
grounds, both  frustrated  highschoolers 
are  badgered  by  their  parents  about  their 
career  plans,  fashion  choices,  the  disarray 
in  their  bedrooms  and  their  general  lack 
of  "self-discipline"  and  "direction."  As 
the  day  progresses  the  two  endure  the 
humiliations  and  frustrations  of  high 
school  with  an  occasional  moment  of 
triumph  over  their  teachers  and  the  tire- 
some rigidity  of  the  school  day. 

Gradually,  the  challenges  that  they  and 
their  classmates  encounter  grow  greater, 
expanding  beyond  their  personal  conflicts 
with  authority  figures  to  encompass  more 
political  and  global  concerns.  In  parti- 
cular, the  lingering  pall  of  the  Vietnam 
war  casts  a  dark  shadow  on  one  student 
who  finds  himself  kicked  out  of  school  as 
he  tries  to  grapple  with  his  rage  atx>ut

his  father's  death  in  Vietnam  and  the 
seeming  amnesia  of  his  teachers  and 
textbooks  about  the  war. 

Rather  than  reducing  the  many  issues 
raised  by  the  play  to  a  simplistic  con- 
clusion in  favor  of  the  righteous  teen- 
agers, director  Eis  has  created  fully 
realized  and  sympathetic  adult  charac- 
ters as  well.  In  one  particularly  touching 
monologue,  the  mother  of  a  rebellious 
and  independent  son  describes  her  own 
conflicts  and  resentments  about  having 
to  give  up  her  dreams  in  order  to  keep 
her  commitments  to  her  child  and  hus- 
band. 

in  addition  to  strong  acting,  the 
multi-talented  cast  keeps  up  the  high 
energy  pace  of  the  performance  with 
singing  and  dancing  to  an  original  music 
score  performed  live  by  "Bad  Attitude." 
Despite  its  probing  and  thoughtful  look 
at  some  painful  issues,  "Ceremonies"  is 
never  heavy-handed  or  self-righteous. 
The  performance  is  peppered  with  enough 
humor  and  fun  to  keep  both  adolescent 
and  adult  theater-goers  entertained  and 
engaged.  In  fact,  attending  a  perform- 
ance of  "Ceremonies"  might  well  pro- 
vide an  excellent  starting  point  for  high- 
schoolers  and  their  parents  to  discuss 
the  issues  of  independence,  responsi- 
bility and  hopefully,  mutual  respect  and 
understanding,
